Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower has 
named two more cabinet members, di- 
viding them evenly between the pre- 
convention partisans of the senator 
from Ohio and himself. Herbert Brown- 
ell Jz. of New York, a former aide to 
Governor Dewey and one of the stal- 
warts of the “beat-Taft” campaign at 
Chicago, is togbe the new Attorney 
General. . 


Senator Taft obtained the one ap- 
pointment on which he was most insist- 
ent—that of George M. Humphrey, 
Cleveland, Ohio, capitalist and business 
leader, who holds a membership in the 
Glen Arven Club at Thomasville, Ga., 
where he is a winter visitor. He is to 
be the Secretary of the Treasury. 


A third appointment, that of Harold 
FE. Stassen as director of the Mutual Se- 
curity Agency, is one which will be gen- 
erally acceptable. Stassen had hoped 
for a position as Secretary of Labor, 
but among those in labor who supported 
the general there was strong opposition. 

The Humphrey appointment has sig- 
nificance beyond any other yet made. 
It is a substantial addition of strength 
for Senator Taft on whatever course he 
sets out. Heretofore the Treasury has 
more or less had to cut its cloth to fit 
the defense pattern and budget. This 
appointment gives Senator Taft an ally 
in his determination to go even fur- 
ther than General Eisenhower report- 
edly wishes in cutting federal budgets. 
It could very easily turn out to be the 
appointment which would give Senator 
Taft even more power than he has here- 
tofore possessed—and that has not been 
small. : 

Added to the.appointments of Thurs- 
day, John Foster Dulles, Secretary of 
State; Douglas McKay, Secretary of the 
Interior, and Charles E. Wilson, Secre- 
tary of Defense, the general now has 
five cabinet positions filled. The ap- 
pointees are all able men and to the 
right, even, of General Eisenhower, 
who is, as he says, “a middle-of-the 
roader.” 


But none-can .deny their ability. to. 


provide the general with staff infor- 
mation and work. And that is what 
he will need. Obviously he is intent on 
building a strong “General Staff’ and 
making good his pledge to “attract men 
to Washington who have demonstrated 
their ability to do big jobs.” 


' Labor Must Look 


To Younger Leaders 


William Green, 79, for 28-years presi- 
dent of the American Federation of 
Labor, has followed the CIO’s Phil Mur- 
ray into-eternity, reminding the nation 
again that labor’s top leadership is old 
and that. new men with new ideas will 
fight for the power. 

Green was a well-meaning, undistin- 
guished man. The AFL has always con- 
ducted its affairs by a board, the presi- 
dent being more or less a figurehead 
and a front man. Mr, Green was, of 
course, a loyal American and one who 
sought always to direct the labor move- 
ment within thé framework of the 
nation’s ideals. He was never as quick 
of mind as John L. Lewis or Murray 
and suffered in comparison. 

According to labor’s best-informed 


persons, succeeding him will be George | 


Meany, veteran AFL secretary and treas- 
urer. Significantly, Meany was one of 
President-elect Eisenhower’s callers only 
a short while before Green’s death. 
Meany presumably went “bearing an 
olive branch.” 

With the CIO nervous over its im- 
pending search for a president and the 
possibility that within a year many of 
the CIO unions may go back.to the 
AFL, the Meany-Eisenhower unity may 
have even greater significance than ap-

‘Ike Cites Dangers 


Of Tax Amendment 


President-elect Eisenhower has joined 
those who see great danger in the pro- 
posed amendment to the United States 
Constitution which would limit income, 
estate and gift taxes to 25 per cent in 
“neacetime.” Although attractive on the 
surface, the amendment threatens the 
nation’s fiscal position to an alarming 
degree. 


Legislatures in 27 states have ap- 
proved the amendment following a per- 
sistent nationwide campaign directed 
from a highly organized lobbying group. 
If enough states approve it, it will be 
automatically submitted to the people 
for ratification. 


The joker in the proposal is that its 
greatest benefits will accrue to those of 
large incomes. The small and middle- 
income groups would not be affected, 
since they do not come into the 25 per 
cent bracket nor are they likely to be 
placed therein. The large income groups, 
however, would benefit to the tune of 
some $17,000,000,000. This presumably 
would have to be made up by some other 
type taxes, possibly a national sales tax 
that would fall upon the masses of the 


people. 


President-elect Eisenhower’s position 
is sound. ~We quote his words: 


“I do not believe that the wise ap- 
proach to the problem of reducing taxa- 
tion is through an amendment to the 
Federal Constitution. An arbitrary ceil- 
ing on the power to tax, without a like 
ceiling on the power to spend, could 
likely result in larger and larger defi- 
cits and a grave financial unsettlement. 


And the rigidity of a constitutional 


amendment would be a source of dan- 
ger in possible future national emer- 
gencies.” 


He points out, too, that the way to 
reduce taxes is to reduce spending. 
However, it is unrealistic to demand re- 
duced spending and additional services 
at the same time and to limit by consti- 
tutional amendment the power to tax to 
pay for these services. 


We commend the President- elect for 
his common sense reasoning on a dan- 
gerous proposal.

Evidence Accumulates 
On Auto Tax Leak 


A look at the tax books in Cobb 
County gives further evidence—if any 
is needed—of the need for a state law 
to plug the auto: tax leak. 


The tax collector’s ledger devoted to 
one purpose only, the automobiles on 
which no tax was paid, lists 5,000 such 
cars for which Cobb Countians bought 
tags at the State Capitol, but on which 
the county has been unable to. collect. 


On the basis of the tax collector’s 
report, a Cobb grand jury has asked the 
county’s legislators to seek passage of 
a bill requiring car owners to. show a 
receipt for paid-up car taxes of the pre- 
vious year in order to qualify for the 
purchase of an auto tag. 


The auto tax delinquency revealed 
in Cobb is not a new nor a surprising 
condition nor is it unique. Instead, it 
is general in Georgia. The report sim- 
ply strengthens the argument in support 
of the grand jury recommendation, a 
suggestion which has been made repeat- 
edly. by tax officials. 


May the General Assembly act in 
accordance with the evidence and close 
the gap which lets some auto owners 
dodge their share of the tax burden.

Pro gressive Tide 
At a Low Stage 


WASHINGTON—The tradition of Ameri- 


can political progressivism has a long his-_ 


tory. Now it has risen up strongly, now 
receded. Its objectives have shifted from 
time to time with the expansion of our econ- 
omy. But its over-all aim has been the same, 
That is to protect the right of individuals, 
both civil and economic, against exploitation 
by entrenched power, whether economic or 
pouticnl, In this century it has expressed 
: : ~. itself through the “‘Square 
) 1 i Deal”’ of Theodore Roose- 
"ma,. velt; the “New Freedom” 
‘3 of Woodrow Wilson; the 
“New Deal” of Franklin 
am D. Roosevelt, and the 
wow = “Fair Deal” of Harry S. 
_~ 33 Truman. In all these 
=. movements it took the 
. form often of intercession 
by government, both state 
and federal, as the agent 
of the popular will. That 
became necessary to free the citizen.of re- 
straints imposed by powerful private inter- 
ests that came to control our economy in 
the machine and mass-production age, either 
imposed knowingly or by nature of the new- 
type industrial order, 


This is to report that just now the tide 
of progressivism is at a very low ebb. 

In Congress there is still the same situa- 
tion that has existed since 1938 when the 
Republican-Southern conservative Demo- 
cratic coalition was first organized, but this 
is aggravated by other circumstances. That 
caalition, so far as domestic affairs is con- 
cerned, has been the majority party. As we 
have observed, it has been able to block pro- 
gressive social and economic measures and 
has, on its own, been able to put through 
some measures of special privilege contrary 
to the general public interest. 


But, all during the ascendency in Con- 
gress of the coalition, the executive was able 
from time to time to check measures of spe- 
cial privilege by his veto power. He was 
relezated to a negative role, but a fortunate 
circumstance, nonetheless. Rarely, he was 
able to exert positive leadership, as in the 
fields of the statutory minimum wage, 
whic.) was increased, and in housing. 

Now the dwindling army of progressives 
is suddenly waking up to the fact that the 
executive influence of a negative character 
will be missing. For a study of President- 
elect Eisenhower’s views indicates his incli- 
nation will not lie much in that direction. 
His philosophy is not in the Roosevelt-Tru- 
man pattern. 


This is foreshadowed already, for exam- 
ple, in his first selection for the cabinet in 
the area of domestic affairs—Secretary of 
Interior. In that very powerful office Gov, 
Donald McKay of Oregon, who is the Presi- 
dent-elect’s choice, would not be expected 
from his record to carry on the aggressive, 
vigilant fight in behalf of the public for pub- 
lic power, reclamation and resource devel- 
opment that we watched for so many years 
under the late Secretary of Interior Harold 
L. Ickes and his successor, the present in- 
cumbent, Oscar Chapman.

Not more than a year ago a vigorous indi- 
vidual of 85 walked in and introduced him- 
self as ‘‘Willie D. Upshaw, no gray hairs and 
no crutches.”” Here was “‘Earnest Willie” 
Upshaw in person, native of Coweta County, 
one-time resident of Powder Springs in Cobb, 
former congressman from the Fifth District, 
candidate for president, prohibitionist, au- 
thor, lecturer, evangelist, but most of all an 
individualist. Son of a teaches Sarepenanee 
keeper, at the age of 18 . i 23 
Willie Upshaw fell, ac- 
cording to his own words, 

“‘on the crosspiece of a 
wagon frame,’’ fracturing 
his spine. Converted only 
a short time before the 
accident, he prayed at 
first to be healed, but he 
said afterward, “I know 
now that there was ‘too 
much Willie Upshaw’ in 
that prayer. I wanted to 
be suddenly healed, dash down to the lot, 
saddie a mule or a horse and go galloping 
to my church at Powder Springs or Lost 
Mountain or Mount Zion, stop ‘the pastor 


with his hands uplifted toward heaven, and ° 


shout: ‘Stop, brother, I have been healed—

But the Lord didn’t will it that way. Wil 
lie Upshaw was in bed for seven years, he 
was on crutches for 59. During. those first 
years he wrote a 600-page hook, ‘Earnest 
Willie” or “‘Echoes From a Recluse.” Sell- 
ing it from a rolling chair, he made enough 
money to go to Mercer. Later he. betame 
an ordained Baptist preacher. ‘The obitue 
aries will tell you of his political career. 
For 10 years, 1919-1929, he represented the 
Fifth District in Congress. There he tearhed 
up with Andy Volstead to push through the 
18th Amendment, thus to dry up the country 
in theory, though not in fact. , 


At one time, in Atlanta, he edited and >* 


published a paper, “‘The Golden Age.” 

By his own testimony, at the age of 84 
he was finally nealed by faith when he at- 
tended in California a meeting led by God’s: 
humble Bible prophet, .Billy Branham.” 

In a tract which Willie Upshaw wrote two 
years ago, he said, ‘Since I got away from 
my seven years on the bed, I have spoken 
widely over 42 states and several foreign 


countries; now before I go to heaven, by -- 


the grace of God, I want to cover those six 
states. ...’’ He said it again in capital let- 
ters: 
STATES BEFORE I GO TO HEAVEN.” 
When “Earnest Willie’ died Friday, he 
had just come home from a speaking tour | 


in 22 states and seven European countries. , 
The chances are good that he had included ¥ 


“those other six states’ in his itinerary, _. 

Those who knew him intimately say_ 
there never was before, there never will be, 
another Willie D. Upshaw, “no gray hairs” 
and no crutches.” 

He was the man of whom William Jen- 
nings Bryan said, 
gressman Upshaw will come nearer taking

Pursley vigited schools 
in New York, Connecticut, New 
Jersey, Mississippi, Florida, Ala- 
bama, and South Carolina. 

Georgia’s school is as good as 
most others, Pursley’s report said, 
but it is not large enough-to care 
for the number of children need- 
ing care. 

Where Gracewood houses only 
750 children, the school in Ala- 
bama takes care of 1,500 children 
and the South Carolina school 
houses 1,300, Pursley said.

Exercise To Discard ‘Swayback’ 


A swayback can make a gal a 
back number according to one 


young lady who likens her fig-~ 


ure to a letter S ... curved in 
the wrong places. She is out of 
shape, not overweight. - 
Corrective exercise can 
straighten things out, but to get 
the hang of the exercise, we 
must first analyze the problem. 
Swayback or lordosis, as it is 
technically called, is nothing 
more or less than a sharp in- 
curve at the small of the back 
and a compensatory out-curve of 
the abdominal wall. Which ap- 
pears first is debatable, but out 
of kilter posture is back of both. 
Perhaps the whole thing starts

with such posture advice as 


“Throw back your shoulders.” 


This automatically thrusts hips 
out and is all wrong. Shoulders 
should be squared, not thrown 
back. 

Stand sideways to a mirror, 
feet a bit apart, knees slightly 
relaxed. Now pull slim through 
the middle, Start the uplift with 
the lower abdominal muscles 
and contract with the hip mus- 
cles. The girdle Muscles are ca- 
pable of two actions .. . they 
pull up and pull in. The up-pull 
comes first, and most important, 
the midsection muscles them- 

ves must “‘lift’ the figure. 


Don’t raise shoulders .. . keep 
shoulders relaxed and square. 

Once you get the feel of cor- 
rect posture, the next step is to 
strengthen the muscles in this 
alignment. The wall bicycle is a 
most effective exercise, and the 
only difficult part of this condi- 
tioner is getting into the position. 
The easiest way is to sit against 
the wall sideways, flip around 
letting feet and legs extend up 
the wall. 


Movement: Slide one leg down 
the wall until knee is bent, rest- 
ing on abdomen, and at the same 
time stretch both arms back on 
floor overhead. Return arms as 
one leg slides down the wall and 
the other slides up the wall. It 
takes a bit of practice to get the 
hang of this . . . then it’s easy. 
Most important, pull up and in 
snugly with lower abdominal 
muscles and press small of back 
against floor, straightening out 
the curve. 

The single posture rule to keep 
in mind is UP... up with the 
middle muscles, chest normally 
high, up with the top of the head. 
That posture gives a gal glam- 
our.
